What days they were, those days of Sol Smith Russell, of Joseph 
Jefferson, of Denman Thompson and the Old Homestead (destined, it 
seemed once, to go on forever like Uncle Tom’s Cabin), of Nat Goodwin, 
of those thespian giants, Henry Irving and Richard Mansfield; of Frank 
Danie's, Francis Wilson, Jeff De Angelis and DeWolf Hopper, of John 
Drew and Faversham and Otis Skinner and EF. H. Sothern, of dainty Lulu 
Glaser, of Lillian Russell and Della Fox, of Julia Marlowe, of Mrs. Fiske 
and Mrs. Leslie Carter, of Maude Adams and the incomparable Bernhardt, 
the days of Weber and Fields and the old Bostonians and Way Down East 
and the Floradora sextet, the days of these and many, many, many others 
It would require a catalog to list them all, 

Many of the old friends have gone to their long reward God rest 
their souls. Some of them still linger on in obscure retirement. Some 
few are engaged in writing their reminiscences. A few of the later 
ones struggle bravely to maintain a foothold on Broadway in competi- 
tion with the Follies and Abie’s Irish Rose. But they belong with the 
past, with the vanished trouper. We bestow upon these decades un- 
ashamedly the hackneyed phrase, good old days. The world was young 
then and there was a glamour across the footlights and you could greta 
seat in the gallery for two bits until the syndicate got hold of the trouper 
and organized him and put efficiency into the showman’s business. 

We think of the stage now in terms of art, and we suppose that even 
then we must have been absorbing culture from the trouper by the 
bucketful. But we didn’t realize it then. We weren't so strong on culture 
in those days, but we did love good entertainment, and those friends of 
our youth were certainly past masters in the art of purveying it. 

Perhaps the world is getting better, but somehow we cannot watch 
those ghests dancing across the screen with its Fairbanks and Chaplin 
and Valentino, its Pickford and Talmadge and Swanson; we cannot raze 
upon these substitutes for the old-time trouper and think its entertainment 
has improved much. —OMAHA WORLD-HERALD.

In the meantime all sorts of rumors 
are rife as to the actual motion picture fea- 
tures that will play the houses, since first- 
run films are absolutely important.

In his opinion, Judge Smith said in 
part: 

“The ordinance regulates any theater, 


playhouse or other place where theatrical 
performances, vaudeville shows or mov- 
ing picture exhibitions are given or con- 
ducted. The question to be decided is 
whether the ordinance is broad enough 
to include all of a given class and whether 
it discriminates in favor of some sub- 
jects of the same class which are not 
named in it. 

“A public hall is not the same thing as 
a theater. 3y the same reasoning a con- 
cert is not the same thing as a theatrical 
performance. A musician might rent a 
public hall and give a concert on Sunday 
without violating the ordinance, but if 
he should sing the same songs, 
song, in a theater on Sunday as part of 
a vaudeville show, he would be liable to 
the penalty of the ordinance. 

“In my opinion there is no reasonable 
basis for such a classification, and the 
ordinance discriminates against the thea- 
ter and in favor of the same class of en- 
tertainment if conducted apart from the 
theater, and wviolates Section 3, Article 
4, of the Constitution of Missouri. Can 
it be void as to vaudeville shows and 
valid as to moving picture shows? To 
so hold would be to make a new classifi- 
eation, putting moving picture shows in 
one class and vaudeville shows. in 
another.” 

City Attorney Dan M. Nee announced 
he would take an appeal to the Supreme 
Court.

Loew Trying for 52 Weeks of 
Consecutive Booking by 1928 


Present Number of Big Houses Expected To Be Nearly Double by 


That Time—Keith-Albee and 


Loew Amicable Over Latter’s 


Booking of Name and Big Acts 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—By 1928, the Loew Circuit intimates, it will have ale 
most doubled its present number of Class A theaters, and will be in a position to 


offer an act one year’s work and consecutive bookings. 


Altho previous announce- 


ments have covered a large building program thruout the eastern part of the country, 


additional structures are under way, it is 
the time being. 

Within two months two more theaters 
will be opened. These are Loew’s Corona 
(Long Island), a 3,000-seat house, and 
Loew’s Grand, located on Fordham road, 
in the Bronx. This is also a 3,000-seat 
house, and, like all new structures, the 
stage and other equipment are such that 
either vaudeville, pictures or both may be 
played. This entails an _ additional 
$75,000 in expenditure. On December 
23 Loew’s Valencia, in Baltimore, will 
be opened. This was formerly called the 
Century Roof, and has been completely 
remodeled to hold 2,000 patrons. 

Contrary to general opinion, the whole- 
sale booking of standard acts of the 
larger caliber and name attractions, here- 
tofore exclusively played at Keith-Albee 
and affiliated theaters comprising the 
big-time stands, is not causing any un- 
due conflict between Loew and K.-A. As 
a matter of fact, it is considered good 
for both circuits. From the big time or 
K.-A. angle it is regarded as a sort of 
housecleaning whereby room is made for 
fresh talent, new to the patrons. Season 
after season the name and well-known 
standard turns have been a familiar diet 
on the big-time bills, and the use of one 
overworked act has been known to change 
a prospective patron’s mind, 

On the other hand, Loew is not con- 
sidered opposition as to vaudeville in the 
same light as one or two other circuits, 
and the farming out of acts to Loew 
agents has been a regular thing. Usually 
the K.-A. agents could always get them 
back when wanted. Name acts for Loew 
patrons will be something new for the 
most part, since they have been accus- 
tomed to seeing a different style of en- 
tertainment, presented with a picture as 
a strong part of the entertainment. 

More money, but with more shows, is 
the lure for the big acts on the Loew 
Time, and the betting is nearly 2 to 
that certain temperamental women singles 
will never work out their contracts. This 
is based on the four-and-five-shows-a-day 
proposition. Loew bookers believe that 
the extra money paid some acts wipes out 
the line of demarcation between small 
and big time.

The Art of Wigmaking 


(Extracts From “Wigs by Hepner”, by Ariel E. V. Dunn, in Everybody's Magazine) 


There is an art in wigmaking, the 
test of which is to produce so perfect a 
wig that it deceives the human eye, 
says William Hepner. “Seldom does one 
person start and finish q wig. The mak- 
ine includes many different operations, 
and depending on its type and qual'ty 
a wig is handled by from two to six 
persons before jt is ready for delivery. 
The workers are both men and women, 
Americans and foreigners. Some of the 
most skilled are native born. Not infre- 
quently foreign wigmakers who come to 
this country claiming to be experts have 
to be trained to our way of making wigs 

It is interesting to know that most of 
the hair used is bought from the 
peasantry of France, Germany, Sweden, 
England and Ireland and from convents 
in this country. As American mercantile 
establishments maintain buyers in the 
trade centers of Europe, so does the wig- 
maker. and the art of selecting human 
hair is an infinitely more exacting one 
than that of purchasing Oriental rugs. 
Hair is shipped from Europe to this 
country in bales, undergoes fumigation 
and preparation, and is then distributed 
to dealers. Preparation means sorting 
hair for quality and separating it for 


length. The American excels in this

“Dozens of heads of hair of the same 
texture and color are required to make 
up two ounces of hair of the same 
length. In preparing the hair specially 
made brushes and hackles are used to 
draw off the various lengths and care is 
taken not to mix up the roots and points 
of the hair, thereby producing combings 
which are practically worthless 

“Hair value increases rapidly in 
portion to the length. Hair 12 
long is worth a dollar an ounce, 14-'nch 
hair is worth $1.50 per ounce, 22-inch 
hair sells for about $4, 26-inch hair for 
$6, 28-inch hair for about $8. Longer hair 
up to 36 inches, which is very rare, is 
usually worth about $50 an ounce. de- 
pending upon texture, color and quality 

“While quality of hair largely governs 
the price of the completed wig, workman- 
ship is also an important feature. During 
mv experience I have made wigs which

These were made from the finest of 
natural white hair in lengths ranging 


from 8 to 28 inches. Natural white hair 
is so difficult to obtain that we treasure

NEW YORK. Dec. 20.—Nearly 1.900 
gathered last night for the big $1.000.44- 
per-plate banquet in the Cascades ball- 


room of the Hotel Biltmore to pay testi- 
monial to the 44 years which Daniel 
Frohman has served as president of the 


Actors’ Fund of America. The occa- 
sion was also the opening of a nation- 
wide campaign to raise an endowment 


trust fund of $1,000,000 that would make 
it possible for the Actors’ Fund to carry 
on its charitable work without annual 
appeals for subscriptions and donations. 

The current income of the Actors’ Fund 
amcunts to about $125,000 annually, while 
about $200,000 is the average yearly dis- 
bursement. The $75,000 deficit would be 
taken care of by the income from the de- 
sired trust fund, it was explained at the 
dinner. 

Nonprofessionals paid $1,000.44, the 
odd cents representing Frohman’s years 
of service, and theater folk were taxed 
the 44 cents, plus whatever additional sum 


they felt they could afford, to attend 
last night’s banquet. Many profession- 
als made high contributions for their 


dinner tickets, a number going to the 
$1,000.44 amount. Altogether there were 
87 subscriptions of $1.000.44 or more. 

The high spot of the evening was the 
unveiling of a portrait of Daniel Froh- 
man, painted by I. Mortimer Block. In 
the absence of Nicholas Murray Butler 
his speech was read by Aucustus Thomas, 
Fred Stone, John Drew, Walter Hampden, 
William Hodge, Otis Skinner and Frank 
Gillmore. 

Colonel Arthur Little acted as chair- 
man of the dinner, and 44 theatrical stars 
sat at the head tables to lend their sup- 
port. 

After several speeches, Otto H. Kahn 
was elected national chairman, to take 
full charge of the $1,000,000 campaign. A 
committee, headed by Howard Hilton 
Spellman, announced the promise of 
raising $25,000 Gertrude Lawrence, 
heading a British committee, assured 
another $20,000.

Scientist Declares Sending 
Of Films by Radio Possible 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—The possibility 
of sending motion picture films by radio 
to any part of the world was outlined 
here last week by Dr. E. F. W. Alexan- 
derson, photographic transmission expert 
for the Radio Corporation of America. 
According to Dr. Alexanderson, who re- 
cently created a stir when he predicted 
that the time is not far off when tele- 
vision will be as common as the present- 
day telephone system, the ‘development 
of the wireless transmission of photo- 
graphs will reach the stage soon when 
newsreels of the day’s events may be 
shown anywhere the same day of their 
occurrence. Dr. Alexanderson declared 
that the technical difficulties have already 
been overcome in experimental work, but 
that there yet had to be solved the 
problem of speed. The discovery of the 
short wave length helped materially in 
convincing scientists that practical utili- 
zation of the radio principle in motion 
picture transmission is entirely within the 
range of possibility, he explained.

Bobby Gaylor Is Another Veteran “Find” 
For “Vaudeville Centennial Celebration” 


Researchers for interesting material 
for the Vaudeville Centennial have an- 
other “discovery” in Bobby Gaylor, pop- 
ular Irish comedian of the late ‘90s, who 
made his debut in 1874 in Chicago at 
Hamlin’s Coliseum, on the site of the 
present Cohan’s Grand Theater. 

For the last 39 years Bobby Gaylor— 
known in private life as Michael J. Haw 
—has made his home in Engelwood and 
his recollection of past events in the 
theatrical world makes interesting con- 
nections for the centennial celebration 
now heralded thruout the country. 

He tells of the days in 1865 when the 
music halls were being transformed into 
vaudeville theaters Altho now 73 he 
delights in recounting the younger gen- 
eration of actors, when The Black Crook 
was in its prime, and with his 42 years’ 
stage experience he is well qualified to 
speak 

Robby Gavlor started his stage career 
at Harry Hill's Musie Hall in New York, 
his native city, in 1865. He was just 12 
and there were no restrictions against 
children appearing on the stage. The 
following year he took part in the fa- 
famous play, The Black Crook, at Niblo's 
Garden. 


In the succeeding years Bobby played 
at the Chicago Opera House, the Olym- 
pic, Haymarket and on the Orpheum Cir- 
cuit in Chicago. Like so many other old- 
timers, Gaylor’s engagements took him 
around the world and he has a wealth 
of reminiscences from that memorable 
trip. 

He played the role of the Wizard in 
The Wizard of Oz, and in Sherlock 
Holmes he portrayed the humorous char- 
acter o@Professor Moriarty In the old 
theatrical skit of Sharkey, Jeffries and 
Corbett, Fighty Minutes Around New 
Yoré, Gaylor did a specialty singing and 
dancing act. 

When he decided to retire from the 
stage in 1907, Gaylor bought his present 
home, which is often the meeting place 
of the older theatrical folk playing Engle- 
wood In his stage life he has come in 
contact with vaudeville performers from 
every part of the world 


The “Vaudeville Centennial Celebra- 
tion” has a peculiar significence for 
tobby Gavylor inasmuch as he has seen 
61 of these 100 years, part of them spent 
in active work as a vaudeville enter- 
tainer

Stoll has been the outstanding man to 
keep vaudeville in his programs, but 
even he, tho desiring to play vaudeville, 
has often to wash out “pencilings’’ thru 
ynable to obtain what he thinks 
n adequate attraction. In this, however, 
Stoll is guided by an inexorable rule 
that his program must not exceed more 
than a third of his receipts. Thru this 
he has lost many a good act Ir the past, 
; today he is in the most favored 
position with Gulliver, Cillespie and the 
Palace, Manchester, wanting to unload, 
Stoll gets any act he wants at his own 
price and these latter managements have 
to cough up the difference. With acts 
not under contract the policy is “take 
it or leave it.” There is without doubt 
a dearth of attractions as we know them. 
There are not enough weeks of immediate 
work to tempt foreign acts here at even 
al salaries and when the maximum 
of four consecutive weeks is offered the 
foreign act generally asks double his 
usual salary for the limited period—and 
there’s nothing doing. Again nearly all 
our best acts are out of the country. 


HE Theatrical Employers’ Registra- 
7 tion Act, which came into force on 

January 1, was hoped to clear out 
manager. It certainly fright- 
who hid to see what would 
but the fault lay in the 
home secretary’s department, which ree 
fused to allow the police to operate the 
act, saying that it was thought by parlia- 
ment that the costs of working the act 
would devolve on the V. A. F., Stage 
Guild, Theatrical Managers’ Association 
and the Actors’ Association. The V. A. 
F. has spent $2,500 in bringing a few 
glaring cases to the courts, but the Stage 
Guild has only passed pious resolutions 
and the like with the T. M. A. 

It is not exaggeration to say that to- 
day Britain is “wide open” and the act 
evaded wholesale. The V. A. F. says it is 
not going to do all the police work and 
that it could easily spend $25,000 in en- 
forcing the act. In some cases in Eng- 
land and in Scotland the police have taken 
action, but then comes the question of 
paying the police costs, and this is the

the unprecedented state of unemployment 
and also of the ‘conditions as regards 
running picture programs, it was realized 
that it was a matter of “horses for 
courses” and thus the “die hards” agreed 


that changes had to come. 
It is true that some places which had 


hitherto, thru the policing by the V. A. 
F, to run a six- day week, swung at 
Once into the three-day business, but the 


bala ince seems that more performers have 
fot work thru this change, tho it must 
be confessed that the three days does 
iimit the work for the regulars. When

—~so he has to scrounge harder to 


make up the balance of work. Acts play- 
‘tg a kinema house for six days say 
they experience that the last half of 


the week is the hardest—if they don't 
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change—thry the fact that 65 per cent of 
the audience is the same and thus their 
business is anticipated. The V. A. F. 
will have a hard job to convince the 
kinema people—especially tlie smaller 
houses—of their idea as to a uniform 
contract. They are mostly three a day 
and don’t like the idea of following the 
V. A. F. contract. They want to make 
out the contract “all in’ and that’s where 
the trouble starts. Still time will show. 
R. H. Gillespie told the Association of 
British Motion Picture Advertisers in 
April that there would be something in 
the nature of an amalgamation between 
kinema and music-hall (vaudeville) en- 
tertainment. 


E general strike, which started in 

May, got all in show business guess- 

ing. The fact that the V. A. F., the 
N. A. T. E. and the Musicians’ Union 
were all affected thru their affiliation 
with the Trade Union Congress caused 
a lot of thinking. It brought home to 
the V. A. F. very sharply the incongruity 
of their position. Incidentally, the issue 
of the V. A. F. official fournal was 
prevented firstly by the mechanical oper- 
atives, and when a scheme was brought 
forward by The Performer directors to 
issue a mimeograph copy—to keep con- 
tinuity—it was only the sharp division of 


the directors—mainly the trade union 
element—which prevented the mimeo- 
graph copy being produced. Then came 


the situation as affecting the industry. 
A special conference was called by the 
managers in the “syndicate” board room 
and an agreed resolution—midway be- 
tween the managers’ suggestion and those 
of the V. A. F.—whereby the V. A. F. 
officially recommended all artistes volun- 
tarily to accept, by arrangement with the 
various managements, such modifications 
as they could in salaries to meet the 
situation. 

When the general strike was called off 
the whole position of the V. A. F. and 
the T. U. C. was reviewed, and it was 
thought to be more honest to withdraw 
from a body to which the V. A. F. in a 
similar crisis—or an enforced levy— 
could not acceed, Today the V. A. F. 
has no trade union or political affil'a- 
tions. During the strike, and for six 
weeks after, the “Rates”—the M. HLA. 
R. A.—lost the concession of traveling at 
three-fourths fare and the “Rates” suf- 
fered badly, because that was the period 
when the “concert parties” were due to 
start on the road and as each member 
of these C. P.’s had to pay $5 it 
meant something. 

Writing of the “Rates”, tho it has been 
establ'shed 30 years, the advent of re- 
vue and the decline absolutely of the 
vaudeville program has hurt it badly. It 
used to have a membership of over 7,000; 
today it has not 1,500 and this is really 
the financial and numerical barometer 
of the real vaudeville artiste in this 
country. With “kine-variety” playing a 
maximum of three acts, and mostly one, 
the “Rates” is no good to this type 
of act, as you must have a minimum of 
five to get the concession. 


ROADCASTING, to which has been 
B given the uncompromising opposi- 
tion of the V. A. F., seems to have 
beaten Stoll, Gulliver, Gillespie and all 
the bunch. The biggest and best now 


go on the air and despite the vow made 
by them all, they don't seem to be able 
to stop it. Layton and Johnston, Will 
Hays, Neil Kenyon, Lauder, oh, you could 
enumerate a lot more—and the managers 
cannot help it. As for publicity value 
we have yet to find that the low fees 
have compensated the acts for the air 
route because it’s getting so common that 
nobody takes any notice. Broadcasting 
certainly makes the home more come 
fortable on a wet night, but maybe as 
regards vaudeville it is not such a bogv 
after all—hence the quiescence of Stoll 
and Gillespie—tho Gulliver still sticks 
to his “barring” clause. 

The Stage Guild, according to its bal- 
ance sheet, does not seem to be doing 
much either for the manager or artiste. 
It is hard put to meet incomings with 
outgoings and has to resort to subscrip- 
tions, balls and the like to balance the 
exchequer. They have not spent a cent 
to help work the Theatrical Employers’ 
Registration Act. The Actors’ Associa- 
tion, with a “rump” of about 500, is as 
effective as that number can be, which 
means nil. Its late secretary, Alfred 
Lugg, has got a very good financial posi- 
tion with the London branch of the 
Licensed Victualers’ Association, and is 
showing his value in the manner of or- 
ganization. 


AUL WHITEMAN and Paul Specht 
both made good during their Eng- 
lish appearance this year. Jack 
Hylton has much to thank Whiteman for, 
and, if we may say so, Ted Lewis, be- 
cause Ted's “pictures” to illustrate his 
numbers have been elaborated upon by 
Hylton or is it by the “nous” of George 


Reynolds and his able assistants at the 
Alhambra? 

The American invasion, as such, has 
been very mild. Will Mahoney must 


have registered the biggest hit this side 
in years. Then we must give the second 
string to Irene Franklyn. Newell and 
Most made a record for quick returns 
at the Holborn Empire, but they were 
subsequently killed by their immurance 
in the Cowan revue, Life, at the Palla- 
dium. Nora Bayes, a most talented ar- 
tiste, seemed to have gotten the press 
against her, maybe thru too much 
“plugging” by her own fans and not thru 
any default on her artistry. Bert Ral- 
ton’s Band set the other bandsmen 
guessing when it came back from Aus- 
tralia. White and Manning put over a 
fine act, but the critics thought that 
little Ewing Eaton was equally as good, 
if not better, than Miss Manning. (When 
Eaton finished with White she did a 
single which would have been better 
had it had better production. The Four 
Kings of Harmony added to the craze 
among managers for colored acts and 
Stoll seems to have gone crazy on this 
type of entertainment, and so did Gulli- 
ver. 

It seemed curious to see that  Gulli- 
ver went in for importations this year, 
and on one bill he had at the Holborn 
Empire there were five or six American 
acts. Among other colored acts here 
were Greenlee and Drayton, Sissle and 
Blake, Jackson and Blake, Hatch an 
Carpenter, Emory Singers, Williams and 
Taylor and Sam Woodin’s Band. Julian 
Rose made a welcome return, also Jar-

W. Stern & Company, 
and when the copyright expired about a 
year ago she folded her tent and migrated 
to the fold of Jack Mills, Inc. 

Like practically every famous song, 
Rosie had an interesting career. For 
several years following her marriage to 
Billy Jerome, Miss Nugent was a head- 
liner in vaudeville and wrote verses and 
music for ber own amusement. On nu- 
merous occasions Bill urged her to write 
an original song for publication, but she 
didn’t have enough confidence in her 
ability to try it. One day, however, while 
hubby was at a ball game, she turned out 
Sweet Rosie O'Grady. Then she placed it 
with Jos. W. Stern & Company, without 
getting a contract. The publisher asked” 
Bill to change the lyric, but he refused, 
and the song was held in the safe for 
six months. Bill argued that the melody 
was strong enough to carry ‘the lyric. 

Next Bill urged his wife to try the 
song out in her act at Tony Pastor's. 
She didn’t want to spoil her act, as she 
was doing all comedy, hence she put it on 
after her regular turn. When she finished 
with her act she found a dozen other 
artists waiting back stage for her want- 
ing to know where they could get a copy 
of the number. And when the publisher 
heard how she had made a hit with it 
and that other singers wanted to use it 
he published the song and obtained a 
sensational hit in record time.

Radio Audiences To Profit 
By Damrosch Resignation 


While the directors and players of the 
New York Symphony Orchestra, as well 
as the thousands who attend the cone 
certs of that organization, deeply regret 
the resignation of Walter Damrosch after 
42 years’ service as conductor, their loss 


means a gain for radio audiences. This 
gain comes about thru announcement 
made by Mr. Damrosch that when ree 
lieved of his duties as conductor of the 


New York Symphony Orchestra he will 
devote the greater part of his time to 
broadcasting concerts, as he believes the 
radio will afford him the greatest op- 
portunity he has ever had to spread ap- 
preciation and understanding as well as 
love for good music among the masses. 

At the time radio began to interest the 
public Mr. Damrosch was opposed to 
broadcasting of music and refused tempt- 
ne offers to broadcast symphony pro- 
grams, but later this prejudice was over- 
come when he was persuaded to listen 
in on several excellent programs and he 
was induced to broadcast this winter a 
Saturday night series of symphony con- 
certs by the New York Symphony Orches- 
tra. Later he agreed to alternate these 
programs with a series of lecture recitals 
on the Wagnerian operas in which he is 
so well versed. 


These concerts brought such an 
astounding response from all sections of 
the country and so many of the letters 
xpressed such sincere appreciation from 
those who were cut off from opportunity 
to hear good music, as well as from peo- 
ple who while they had good music avail- 
able wanted to hear Mr. Damrosch ex- 
plain the themes of the operas as well 
as to enjoy the symphony concerts given 
under his direction, that he has become 
enthused over radio's posstfbilities. In 
commenting on the opportunity afforded 
by radio, Mr. Damrosch had this to say, 
“In three or four years I believe I can 
make this the most musical country in 
the world. In my Saturday night con- 
certs: T have an audience of two-million 
people, all of whom are intensely eager 
to know and to hear good music. It js 
worth while to try and satisfy that long- 
ing and to educate millions more to the 
same understanding and love of music. 


I believe I can do it. Any one of the 
letters I have received from listeners on 
lonely farms, on the prairies, persons 


who could not once in a lifetime hear a 
real orchestra, is enough to justify that 
belief.” 

Any music lover who has listened in 
on the corcerts broadcast by Mr. Dam- 
rosch will readily agree that he is doing 
excellent work in the cause of good music, 
ind if these concerts can be increased in 
number and broadcast thru more stations 
there is every reason to believe that he 
can and will do much in bringing about 
a better understanding and love of music. 
Mr. Damrosch will continue as conductor 
of the New York Symphony Orchestra 
until the close of the present season. 
Forty-two years’ service with one orches- 
tra is Indeed a record and an énviable one 
in that Mr. Damrosch was ever to the 
forefront in presenting new compositions, 
new vocal and instrumental soloists and 
! iso was the pioneer in instituting 
ymphony concerts for children, also a 
‘ries for young people.

Oldest and Largest Tent Show 
Title Is Contested by Many 


Considerable interest is being displayed by the various tent-show owners and 


performers in regard to the question as to 


which is the largest and oldest tent show 


on the road today, which appeared on the rep. page in the Christmas issue of 


The Billboard, 

During the past few days the writer 
question, including one from Capt. W. L 
Swain, Mrs. Frank Ginnivan of the Gin- 
nivan Dramatic Company, the Henderson 
Stock Company and several others. 

Capt. Swain has the following to say 
for his tent show: “The W. I. Swain Show 
No. 1 has on its payroll today 52 people, 
including. stenographer, porter, 4 horse 
drivers, superintendent of lot, assistant 
manager, cook, 13 workingmen, a 7-piece 
orchestra and 22 dramatic, musical com- 
edy and vaudeville people. 


“The show is using two 4-K. W. Uni- 
versal lighting plants, four horses, two 
60-foot baggage cars and Capt. Swain’s 
private car. The tent is a 90-foot round 
top, with two 20 and one 30-foot middle 
pieces. The stage opening is 46 feet 
wide, 12 feet high and 16 feet deep, and 
the stage is fully equipped with all light- 
ing apparatus and special scenery for 
each drama. There are 800 2-people 
benches and 11 lengths of 12-tier blue 
circus seats, making a total seating ca- 
pacity of 2,100. The show is checking 
27 hotel and theater wardrobe trunks. 


“The W. I, Swain Show opened as a 
tented organization at Poplar Bluff, Mo., 
on the third Monday in March, 1894, and 
has continued under canvas each season 
since that time. Besides Capt. and Mrs. 
Swain and the Captain’s oldest son, Carl, 
it is not sure if anybody is living who 
was with the show on the opening stand, 
except one man, now a practicing phy- 
sician in Fayetteville, Ark., whose name 
can be furnished on request. The team 
of Riley and McGreevy was of the original 
east. McGreevy is dead, but nothing is 
known of Mell Riley. Corporal Johnson 
and Cora Stickney (Mr. and Mrs. John- 
son) were also members 6f the original 
east. This substantiates the fact that 
the W. I. Swain Show Company, Inc., is 
now in its 33d consecutive year under 
canvas.” 

To back up the above statements, Capt. 
Swain has sent the writer photos of the 
three cars, his tent, and of Corporal John- 
son and Cora Stickney, who was the com- 
pany’s first leading woman. 

Mrs. Frank Ginnivan, of the Ginnivan 
Dramatic Stock Company, sends in the 
following biography of her company: 
“During the spring of 1870, John W. Gin- 
nivan opened a vaudeville show under 
tent at Monmouth, Ill, which was Ginni- 
van’s first tent venture, In 1881, John 
W. and Della Ginnivan organized a rep- 
ertoire show under canvas, engaging H. B. 
Kellar to act in the capacity of stage 
director and actor. The company pre- 
sented the following plays: Faust, The 
Flying Dutchman and The Haunted Man, 
using the London ghost-show effects. The 
show played all three-day stands and 
traveled by horse-drawn wagons, and 
since that time the Ginnivan Dramatic 
Company has been on the road under 
canvas, 

“For many years Mr. and Mrs. John 
Ginnivan and son and daughter, Frank 
d Norma B., were the principals of 
ir show. In the spring of 1903, Norma 
organized a rep. company, putting two 
rinnivan companies in the rep. field, 
namely, the Frank R. Ginnivan Dramatic 
Company and the Norma Ginnivan Dra- 
matic Company. 

“These two shows have an established 
route in Ohio, Indiana and Michigan, 
Mr. and Mrs. John W. Ginnivan are now 
retired and are living at their home in 
Dayton, O. Both Ginnivan Shows are 
motorized, each company using six large 
trucks, besides the passenger cars for 
transportation. Flach show has a seat- 
ing capacity of about 1,500 and carries 
approximately 30 people.” 

J. B. Richardson, of Orion, T!l., writes: 
“In the year 1990 the Jessie Colton Com- 
pany purchased its first tent from Murray 
& Company, Chicago, and, as far as I 
know, was the first repertoire show 
to adopt the tent to present our shows 


has received a number of replies to the 


in. I received an inquiry a few months 
ago from Harry L. Dixson, of Northfield, 
Minn., asking for information along this 
line. Dixson was collecting data and 
trying to find what repertoire show was 
the first to use the tent. I gave him the 
information asked for, and later Dixson 
wrote me, stating that he was still in- 
vestigating, but as far as he could learn 
the Jessie Colton Company was the old- 
est tent rep, show now on the road.” 

The Henderson Stock Company infoes 
as follows: “We don’t claim to be the 
largest. but believe we are one of the 
oldest repertoire shows on the road. 
Other repertoire shows may have been 
organized slightly before our company, 
but have deserted the repertoire field for 
stock. Our company was organized 
December 8, 1898, at Otsego, Mich., and 
has been playing repertoire continuously 
ever since under the management of 
Richard R, Henderson. The company 
has never changed managers and the 
name has always remained the Hender- 
son Stock Company. Who can beat that?” 

The following letter has been received 
from Clarence Fry, veteran  trouper, 
of Ft. Madison, Ia.: “Being an oldtimer 
and knowing all the rep. shows from 1875 
up to the present time, I would say that 
the Chase-Lister Company is the oldest. 
As for the largest, best equipped and most 
successful rep. show, I would name Har- 
ley Sadler’s Company.”

A weak story. loaded with maudlin 
sentiment about characters that exist only 
in the imagination of Gerald Beaumont, 
author of the original piece from which 
the film was adapted. Alfred Santell 
Was entrusted with a difficult task when 
the script of The Girl From Coney 
Island was placed in his hands. He has 
emerged not as a glorious victor but with 
the assurance that he can be depended 
upon as a plastic surgeon specializing in 
the vitalization of indifferent stories. 

First National uses a double billing 
for this picture. The film deals with two 
girls employed in park concessions, and 
two boys attached to a gambling den of 
doubtful location. In the role of Jimmy 
O'Connor, Jack Muthall is cast as one 
of those camblets who “is so honest that 

almost makes gambling legal.” And 

is is not meant to be a gag either. The 
boys meet the girls and one of those 
double-barreled romances eventuates. 
O'Connor's partner is amorously inclined 
towards the blonde, portrayed by Dorothy 
Mackaill. So is O'Connor, but all ends

Last summer Bebe Daniels illuminated 
the many dull spots of The Palm Beach 
Girl with her facial contortions. Then 
came The Campus Flirt, in which a slight- 
ly different angle to pantomimic ability 
was shown, and now Stranded in Paris, 
really a picturized bedroom farce, alive 
and funny only when Miss Daniels is on 
the inside of the camera _inclosure.

Radio Old Enough To Pay Its Own Way 
It is a general custom to permit infant 
industries as other infants to ride free, 
and the parents of these infants and in- 
fant industries usually avail themselves 


of that privilege Acknowledging that 
their offspring have grown to the point 
where they may be expected to pay their 
way, however, is something else, and few 
parents have the grace to do so volun- 
tarily 

Recently it was announced that radio 
broadcasting had celebrated its 25th an- 
niversary. <A quarter of a century ago 
Guglielmo Marconi succeeded in send ng 
and receiving the three dots, which in the 
Morse code stand for the letter “S”. 

In that quarter century radio broad- 
casting has girdled the world and linked 
up communities unbelievably distant. It 
is estimated that probably 20,000,000 peo- 
ple listen in on the nightly programs. 

The point of this comment is that radio 
is no longer an infant industry, and that 
the concessions it asked of the people 
who are its backbone, the entertainers, 
during the time it was beginning to take 
root, need not be expected to continue 

When 20,000,000 people, more or less, 
buy sets and parts, and then junk sets 
and buy new and improved apparatus, the 
broadcasters cannot talk poverty to the 
artistes who make up its programs 

Radio is old enough and rich enough 
to pay its own way. In many cases it 
does so already; The remaining broad- 
casters ought to realize the fact that 
their industry has grown up and can no 
longer expect to be treated as a little boy. 


Opera Comique’s Payroll $11,000 

When the English section of the Opera 
Comique closed not long ago, the final 
payroll of the organization was made up 
by Equity from the surety deposited at 
the beginning of the engagement. It 
amounted to $11,000, not one penny of 
which went into Equity’s pocket.

IT MIGHT be of interest to the thea- 
tergoer of today who enjoys the har- 
monica speciaity to know that it was 
Lew Meyers, a minstrel in the ‘60s, that 
introduced that instrument on the stage. 
Meyers was perhaps the original “musical 
moke”, now long familiar to minstre! ani 
vaudeville habitues, for he was not only 
acquainted with a large variety of musi- 
cal instruments, but he knew how to 
get entrancing music from them. His 
name has probably never been heard of 
by lovers of minstrelsy of the last genera- 
tion. 


ACCORDING to tradition, it was Dan 
Bryant, old-time minstrel, who played 
the part of the hungry negro in Old 
Times, Rocks. When the hungered black 
man was asked as to wnen he had eaten 
a square meal he is said to have humbly 
replied, “I had ja peanut last week.”

SCENIC ARTIST 


By G. M. LELAND

JOHN HELD, Jr., who designed the 
Settings for Americana at the Belmont 
Theater, New York, has been stalked for 


weeks by the show's press agent, Julia 
Chandler, who sought an interview. 
He finally opened up with a _ story 


which in part ran as follows: “Ask any 
of the old-time barnstormers if they re- 
member the old gentleman who was stage 
carpenter in the old Salt Lake Theater. 
He was known to all the old-time stars 
as Brother Evans. He was one of the 
Mormon patriarchs. He went west in 
1847 with Brigham Young’s pioneers, and 
had a hand in building the old theater. 


In the same theater was a little boy, 
who, as soon as he was big enough, 
started clearing props, unloading and 


loading road shows, seeing that the right 
trunks got into the right dressing rooms, 
and, incidentally, learning the theater. 
Now, the point is that the little boy was 
me, so you see while I was not exactly 
born in a trunk I cut my teeth on a 
wood wing. The old gentleman was my 
grandfather.” 

Then Held went on to tell of becoming 
a scenic artist for stock companies. “In 
regard to modern tendencies, the term in 
most cases is a lot of hooey. There are 
but two fundamental varieties of scenery. 
One is the background and the other is 
making your scenery part of the action. 
The most vital thing in modern scenery 
tendencies is to have it cost as little as 
possible. There is a leaning in tke mod- 
ern theater to confuse the cockeyed with 
the advanced idea. To my mind the 
modern scenic stage of today consists of 
the designer wearing either a funny hat 
or whiskers, or both. In Americana I 
have used modernistic methods, and I 
find the customers laugh, just as I in- 
tended they should. I didn’t go so far 
as to kid the nants off the modern-design 
boys, as they are very serious and might 
throw me out of the United Scenic Ar- 
tists, to which we all belong. Oh, yes, 
you asked me how I came to do the 
scenery for Americana. To make sure 
you don’t bother me again, I'm going 
to tell you. This, too, starts way back 
in my boyhood. I never was very strong 
mentally. That’s why they let me hang 
around the theater with grandpa. Then 
I became an actor, that being another 
sign of a weak mind. Then I had my 
skull fractured by the kick of a horse. 
That seemed to undermine all the mental 
uplifting I had done for myself, and the 
producers of Americera came along an4 
caught me at a weak moment.” Held 
goes on to end up with “now when the 
boys and girls ask me how to go about 
learning to design for the theater I ad- 
vise them to go out and cut their throats. 


It’s the easiest way out.” If there are 
anv readers who are not aware of the 
fact, it is well to state that Held is one 


of the country’s foremost humorists and 
cartoonists, as well as a member of 
Local 829.

20 per cent. Unless there is another 
slump in French currency amusement 
prices must come down. 

The Champs Elysees Music Hall, scene 
of triumph for many American dancers, 
singers and orchestras, has announced a 
change of policy, effective at the end of 
the present bill. Beginning in January 
the Champs Elysees will present a season 
of Russian opera, in February a series of 
grand balls and in March a big revue.

Fifteen thousand dollars a year 
is not an unreasonably big amount to 
pay a man who is entrusted with the 
management of a $3,000,000 entertain- 
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ment, educational and social institutign. 

The right man can make or save his 
employers several times $15,000 in the 
course of a year, while the wrong man 
is just as likely to lose that much. 


Jazzing the Classics 


Loud protests have been voiced in 
Berlin against the production of Shake- 
speare’s Hamlet and Schiller’s The Rob- 
bers in modern dress. 

So great is the fear that German 
“kultur” will suffer as a result of such 
deviations, that the Nationalist party 
has gone so far as to introduce a reso- 
lution requesting the Prussian cabinet 
to take action toward prohibiting the 
presentation of classic works in a man- 
ner calculated solely to satisfy the new- 
fangled cravings of a jazz age for sen- 
sationalism and wunconventionality. 

In Russia, too, there has been con- 
siderable commotion over the fact that 
Stanislavski’s famous Moscow Art 
Theater has been challenged, so to 
speak, by the rising revolutionary in the 
theater, Meyerhold, who _ introduced 
some buffoonery and_ slapstick into 
Gogol’s celebrated classic, The District 
Inspector, which formerly was a fea- 
ture of the art theater’s repertory. The 
proletarian public, at least, seemed 
greatly pleased with Meyerhold’s lighter 
treatment as compared with Stanislav- 
sky’s dignified and almost stilted pro- 
duction of this old comedy, but the 
guardians of art could not see it that 
way. 

Europe, however, is not alone when 
it comes to parodies of great works. 
There are plenty of them right over 
here—audacious caterers to a stipposed 
demand for the freakish. 

The literary and dramatic meddlers 
who think they can improve upon 
Shakespeare will always be plentiful, 
and one way to guard against them is 
by requiring that, before anyone is per- 
mitted to attempt any sfich “improve- 
ments”, he must create out of his own 
originality something that is at least 
one-tenth as good. ‘ 


Rested Actors 


It was Grant Mitchell, addressing the 
last graduating class of the American 
Academy of Dramatic Arts, who brought 
out the point that too few actors come 
to work in a rested condition. 

Such actors, Mr. Mitchell said, not 
only fail to give the audience a fully 
vitalized performance, but they in- 
variably are in poor spirit and cannot 
enjoy their work. 

It is the peculiar lot of the actor that 
he does not go to his work directly 
from a night of rest like most toilers 
do. Instead, between the time he gets 
up and the hour when he is due at the 
theater, there is nearly always a fairly 
good stretch to be whiled away. 

So, what with one activity or diver- 
sion and another, by the time the thea- 
é lls around it is not uncommon 
for an actor to be more or less ex-

The suggestion made by Mr. Mitchell 
was that actors should take a little nap 
‘night before going to the theater. 
me of the finest actors today 
do that very thing and are the better 
for it

do they arrive on the job 
and in a good humor to. enjoy 
their work, but even the little irritations 
that occur on the way to the theater, and 
the “touches” waiting at the stage door,

Minstrelsy 


Most of the present-day theatergoers 
in the larger cities have heard a lot 
ahout minstrelsy, but have seen little of 
this great form of entertainment. 

This season an unusual amount of 
interest in minstrels has been aroused 
thru the introduction of burnt-cork 
troupes as presentations in the moving 
picture houses, and the public seems to 


have become pretty well keyed up over 
the wholesome and satisfying amuse- 
ment fare.offered by the 11:45 boys. 

In the revue, LeMaire’s Affairs, now 
playing its way eastward from Chicago, 
the first act has a white minstrel finale 
that goes over with a bang. A sample 
of the parade is injected by having Ted 
Lewis and his band march to the stage 
from the rear of the auditorium, and 
the minute the boys enter and hit up 
their marching number the audience 
breaks out in a tumult of applause. 

It is a spontaneous outburst, indi- 
cating that the people have been touched 
in the right spot. 

- There is a sympathetic feeling for 
mingtrelsy that will never die out. 


Free Criticism 


It is not an infrequent occurrence 
for theatrical producers and_ theater 
managers to take exception to unduly 
frank newspaper reviews of their shows 
and to try to penalize such frankness by 
withdrawing the advertisements of the 
shows from the fearless publications. 

Only the unthinking manager, how- 
ever, can fail to see the ultimate in- 
efficacy of such a short-sighted policy. 

Unless newspapers do tell the truth 
to the best of their ability, their news 
and opinions will have no influence upon 
the public. 

If newspaper reports about an attrac- 
tion have no influence on the public, 
they will not do the theatrical trade any 
good. 

Even an occasional adverse criticism 
which, along with the justified favor- 
able reviews, can be relied upon by the 
playgoing public, is of far greater ad- 
vantage to the theaters in the long run 
than a weekly dose of press-agent com- 
pliments which mean nothing to the 
educated public of today. 

Playgoers cannot be fooled more than 
once og twice in the same way, and no 
principled newspaper can maintain a re- 
spected and influential position if it 
gives out the impression that any part 
of its columns are subsidized. 

When it comes to criticism of in- 
decent nudity, vulgarity and other ob- 
jectionable features, the newspaper 
which does not point out the undesirable 
elements to its readers is neglecting an 
important duty. 

It is bad enough for producers to put 
on coarse shows. 

If the newspapers were to aid and 
abet them in their pandering to low 
tastes, the stage would descend to depths 
of degradation beyond the wildest con- 
ception. 


Italian Stage to the Fore 


Italy is planning to take the leader- 
ship in governmental .support for a 
modern theatrical institution. 

The plan, which sounds very much 
like an outright commandeering of art 
and artists, calls for the establishment 
of a national playhouse which is ex- 
pected to excel those of Moscow, Paris 
and Berlin in artistry. 

Whether or not art and artists can 
achieve such high distinction thru the 
mere fact of being under compulsion 
is very much in doubt. 

However, Premier Mussolini is be- 
hind the project and Luigi Pirandello, 
who gave the world Six Characters in 
Search of an Author—and sometimes 
in search of a theater—will be the di- 
rector. 

Theaters are to be created in Rome, 
Milan and Turin, with a permanent 
company alternating among the houses 
—a scheme which may come in for con- 
sideration right here in this country 
when the legitimate stage becomes re- 
ducede to a_ half-dozen metropolitan 
centers. ‘ 

Of particular interest is the decision 
to present, not only the best Italian 
plays, but also the works of other na- 
tions, and Eugene O'Neill is specially 
mentioned as worthy of recognition. 

Speculation is now in order as to 
what Mussolini will say or do when he 
sees The Emperor Jones and The Hairy 
Ape.

A great many folks are going to 
wonder if the dearth of good dramatic 
works produced last season really wa 
so serious that Burns Mantle had to 
include The Green Hat among his 10 
best plays of the theatrical year. 


A Cincinnati hotel, in advertising its 
roof dansant, says: “Enjoy a few hours 
of entertainment after the theater.” 
Sounds as tho it might be a subtle in- 
sinuation that the theater doesn’t pro- 
vide entertainment. 


After all has been said in favor of 
freedom of art, it must be considered 
that the theater is part of the social 
organism, and, like every other part 
must subordinate its self-expression t 
the welfare of the whole. 


A dramatic reviewer from th 
provinces, in writing up the perform 
ance of an attraction visiting his city, 
remarked that the only flaw to be found 
was the sparseness of the audience. 
That ought to be a big enough flaw t 
spoil an engagement for any show 


Dr. Frederick Poole, who officiat: 
as censor in Philadelphia, has an effec 
tive system. He follows the motto that 
prevention is better than correction, 
and accordingly refuses to permit the 
showing of plays in which immoral 
practices are represented. 

Overheard in front of the theater 
where LeMaire’s Affairs played last 
week: Flapper—‘Why are the names 
of Sophie Tucker and Ted Lewis 
placed ovet the title of the show, and 
Lester Allen’s underneath it?” Col- 
legian—“Maybe_ it’s because Lester 
Allen carries the show.”

It is true there are few first-class min- 
strel companies touring today for the 
reason that the mediocre entertaiment 
presented by many of the so-called min- 
strels of late years has so disparaged 
the name that only the standardized 
titles are now touring with success, 

The producer of the successful touring 
minstrel organization is ever on the 
alert for new ideas, new talent and new 
environment, but he must keep enough 

the old-time minstrel performance to 
cive it an atmosphere of the dear ald 
days—good clean fun, the syncopation, 
the strumming of banjos, the shuffling 
of feet, the rattling of the bones, big 
yellow moons across velvety rivers, the 
white decks of river boats floating 
slowly down strgam and the harmony of

many voices mingled in some weird, old- 
time melody. 

The presentations in the leading pic- 
ture theaters, the new idea orchestras in 
vaudeville theaters today, with the mas- 
ter of ceremonies and acts working in 
front of the orchestra, which is elevated 
on the stage in a near semicircle, is but 
the outgrowth of the old-time minstrel 
first part. It is true they are presented 
in a pleasing form and the offering is 
entertaining, but the minstrel idea is 
there just the same. 


LMOST every home-talent entertain- 
ment styles its stage show “Min- 
strels”, in fact the public is surfeited 

with that sort of entertainment. There- 
fore the leading touring minstrel com- 
panies of the day, since they cannot rely 
upon feminine beauty to charm and en- 
tertain their audiences, must, therefore, 
secure the best talent extant, presenting 
an entertainment that depends entirely 
upon the merits of the performers, sur- 
rounded, of course, with proper scenic 
environment and costuming. 

Much space has been given to the old- 
time minstrel performers, who were with- 
out a doubt the greatest black-face ar- 
tistes of their generation, but were it not 
for the younger generation and the new 
blood injected into it from time to time, 
it would not be posible to present the 
entertaining performances of the present 
day. Many clever and ambitious ‘inno- 
vations are brought into it by the young 
element. It is a well-known fact that 
the oldtimers in minstrelsy did not wel- 
come the young aspirant with much 
warmth and frowned upon all innova- 
tions. 


Contrary to this, the present-day min- 
strel producer is alive to every sugges- 
tion, and, while some of them may be 
worthless, others may contain an idea 
that may be elaborated upon and ‘pre- 
sented with much success. Again, many 
bits of business are accidentally intro- 
duced and prove so entertaining they are 
elaborated upon and retained. 


The daily street parade of the min- 
strels, in which all excepting the stage 
crew take part, is still one of the ad- 
vertising assets of the traveling minstrel 
troupe. Promptly at 11:30 a.m. the 
members congregate at the theater, at- 
tired in snappy uniforms, and parade 
the principal streets of the city in which 
they are playing, stopping at the main 
corner to render a concert of pleasing 
melodies. The parade is not only an 
advertising medium, but a tonic as well, 
for this enforced exercise daily keeps all 
in good health and spirits. 


his parade, driving a pair of milk- 

white horses, Belle and Sultan, 
which were known from Coast to Coast, 
One night the keeper of the horses, Doe 
Blair, a colored lad whom Field raised 
from childhood, was wrongly informed as 
to the leaving time of the train, and the 
company proceeded to the next town 
minus Belle and Sultan.

Digestion of Convention Subjects 


_ Should Bring Beneficial Results 


Delegates to the International Association of Fairs and Expositions 
Should Profit Most by Cogitating Over the Many Interesting 
Subjects Discussed at the Recent Annual Meeting 


Now that the 1926 annual meeting of the International Association of Fairs 
and Expositions is a matter of history, and the representatives have returned to 
their respective homes with more definite knowledge of methods employed by other 
fair men in operating their annual events, it might be profitable to take another 
glance at the program as a reminder of the many good things set before the delegates 


These men—and women—came from all 
sections of this country in a spirit of 
good fellowship for the good of all fairs. 
While their particular celebration held 
paramount importance in their mind, 
they sought that fraternalism that helps 
to smooth the wrinkles from every fair 
official’s forehead—-temporary or permae 
nent—and they found it. 

Those responsible for the subjects proe 
gramed had a keen perception of what 
would be most helpful to all the fair men. 
To meet the tastes of a group of men 
whose ideas of conducting fairs are liable 


to be of divergent attitudes is no easy 
task, but the topics scheduled for this 


vear’s deliberations proved eminently sat- 
isfying, and will undoubtedly be profit- 
able. But these must be digested. It 
will be little encouragement to the pro- 
gram committee if fair men merely lise 
tened to the topics while under delibera- 
ton and discussion, and then let facts, 
figures and arguments escape from their 
memory. 

There was not one paper read or one 
speech made that was not of vital ime 
portance to every fair official representing 
some section of the country. But in the 
same ratio that the proof of the pudding 
is in the eating, so is the benefit of these 
deliberations in the recollection and prac- 
tical use made individually. 


Let us take the matter brought up by 
E. G. Bylander, of Little Rock, Ark., re- 
garding the place and importance of dog 
shows at the fairs. This topic brought 
out during discussion varied opinions con- 
cerning the utility of kennel exhibitions. 
Some secretaries had made the depart- 
ment successful; others found it hardly 
worth while, Some had trouble with the 
American Kennel Club, whose interfer- 
ence menaced the success of dog shows at 
various points, while one or two delegates 
reported that no anxiety or hindrance had 
been their lot in the matter of dog shows. 

Viewing the whole subject from various 
angles should surely help the individual 
secretary or manager in bringing the 
matter of the dog show before his board 
of directors. Thru the discussion he had 
gained some concrete knowledge that may 
or may not be applicable to his particular 
territory. With the experience of his fel- 
low at his finger tips, he is 
enabled to lay the pro and con in an in- 
telligent manner—then decide whether or

desk with first-hand suggestions and 
plans which he had found useful and suc- 
cessful. What he offered from Minnesota 
was not local; his methods could be put 
in operation at any fair thruout the 
country. He planted good seed, and, 
doubtless, the harvest will be worth while. 
Fair men want to know what is go:ng 
on in other territories, and the growth of 
agriculture and betterment of live stock 
in Canada, as outlined by Percy Abbott, 

was interesting, ' 

Research work is something that brings 
out matters that are beyond cavil or 
question. The paper by R. W. Morrish, 
of the University of Chicago, showed to 
what minute details this department 
probes in search of important data that 
proves helpful to all fair officials. 

Coming to the more active departments 
in their relation to the paying public at 
our fairs, what was more interesting than 
the discussion of such topics as Season 
Tickets, by Bert H. Swartz, of Wheeling, 
W. Va.: Handling Outside Gate Admis- 
sions, by A. B. Alexander, business man- 
ager of Wisconsin State Fair, and Pre- 
venting Abuse of Passes, by A. L. Put- 
nam, of Chippewa Falls, Wis.? 

Here we found some of the real prac- 
tical work of the fair while in operation. 
Surely it was pertinent to ask: “Who are 
entitled to season tickets?” “Why should 
there be any passes?” “What is the best 
way to overcome abuses of privileges at 
the fair?” Was there an individual man- 
ager or secretary who did not get a good 
return on these discussions? No matter 
what his methods were, it is certain that 
one or other of the speakers gave a hint 
or suggestion that could be merged with 
the other fellows’ rules regarding this 
complex subject—the nightmare of hun- 
dreds of fair secretaries. 


Extension work was well handled by 


J. M. Dean, of Starkville, Miss., who 
specializes on this department. He is a 
constructionist in fair work and his 


methods and results proved his work emi- 
nently interesting. 

Whatever may have been the individual 
opinion of the Philadelphia Sesqui- 
centennial Exposition before the conven- 
tion is a matter we would not question, 
but undoubtedly the viewpoint of R. J. 
Pearse, director of works at the big ex- 
position, was interesting. While Mr. 
Pearse’s discourse was practically a de- 
fense of his department, and while he did 
not enter too deeply into the question of 
the real cause of the sesqui'’s failure from 
a financial standpoint, there is a pro- 
fundity in his question: “Was the sesqui 
a failure?” From a monetary viewpoint 
the exposition proved a gigantic failure, 
but Mr. Pearse had facts and figures to 
show what the sesqui had to offer, yet 
without acrimony or belittling the work— 
or lack of interest—on the part of others. 

Such topics were of paramount im- 
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portance to every fair secretary and man- 
ager, and their digestion in calmer mo- 
ments will surely prove beneficial to all 
concerned. Each subject was worthy a 
place on the program, and to 
sponsible for their selection and delivery 
the members of the International Asso- 
ciation of Fairs and Expositions are un- 
der obligation.

maintain a strong, healthy competition. 
I personally believe that there is nothing 
which keeps the manufacturer or dealer 
on his toes so much as the right kind of 
competition. In the amusement business 
this is particularly important. Practically 
every park man who comes to the Chi- 
cago convention asks each manufacturer 
when he first, greets him the question: 
“What have you that is new?” 


The reason that he asks this is because 
the park mana knows that when his 
park opens in APP orine the talk of his 
community will”Be: “What do they have 
that is new?” Therefore, the manufac- 
turers are vying with. each other at this 
time to provide as many new novelties as 
the amusement business can profitably 
absorb, and where it is impossible to 
bring out devices that are entirely new, 
our ambition is to dress up the old de- 
vices in such new and attractive forms as 
will keep up the public interest. 


The Manufacturers’ Section is financing 
itself. The members are paying their 
own special dues into the treasury of 
their own organization and have asked 
no financial help from the association 

At the present time we have a very re- 
spectable bank balance and we have no 
debts. We hope we will be able to maine 
tain this financial condition so that when 
some emergency offers that calls for quick 
action and the employment of consider- 
ale funds our section will be able to re- 
spond immediately to the call. 


Our section last year printed, at its 
own expense, a complete report of all of 
the minutes of our meeting last winter, 
which report has been distributed to our 
membership. I have one of these printed 
reports here to show you that we are glad 


to put into print everything that has 
transpired in the Manufacturers’ and 
Dealers’ Section. 


Separate from the Manufacturers’ Sec- 
tion, but carried on by those members 
at this time, there is a work being done 
by a committee appointed at my sugges- 
tion in the directors’ meeting last winter, 


the purpose of which is to get a reduc- 
tion on freight rates on amusement de- 
vices, which at the present time are ex- 


orbitant. It seems grossly unjust when 
we ship a device, consisting of one or two 
or three carloads of ‘machinery and steel, 
the amusement park men must pay the 
same freight rate that is paid on furni- 
ture. The men who are on this commit- 
tee are all manufacturers, but the work 
is being carried on for the benefit almost 
entirely of the amusement park men and 
their concessionaires, who are the buyers 
of this equipment. 


A hearing was held before the Classifi- 
cation Committee in New York in July, 
but a decision has not yet been rendered. 
It is my opinion, however, that this de- 
cision will be rendered in our favor, and 
we hope that the saving to amusement 
equipment buyers on freight rates alone 
will amount to a tremendous sum of 
money during the next few years. I be- 
lieve this saving will be as much in five 
years as the entire expense of carrying 
on this Park Association from its incep- 
tion up to the present time. 


In carrying on the business of the N 
tional Association of Amusement Parks, 
there are some ride builders who have 
stepped into the harness and who have 
done a great deal of hard work in this 
association. 


There are other manafacturers who 
have never taken much interest nor done 
much work, I am glad to say that some 
of these manufacturers are now taking a 


Na- 


tremendous’ amount of interest in the 
Manufacturers’ Section, and thru that 
section they are performing a_ real 


service to the park men and to the as- 
sociation as a whole. Therefore, it is easy 
for you to see that a great deal of good 
may be done for amusement parks by the 
Manufacturers’ and Dealers’ Section 
without any expense for time, labor or 
money on the part of the parks them- 
selves,

We all need play. You can call it by 
whatever name you choose—amusement, 
diversion, recreation, hobby or entertain- 
ment—but in the long run it is play. 
Play is something that detracts you from 
the more important things 
body has referred to recreation as ree 
creation, a building anew—and that just 
about defines it correctly. 

If I were a park owner or manager, I 
would keep that four-letter word—play— 
in the forefront of all activities in 
and around the park. When we remem- 
ber the words of another philosopher who 
said that it took all kinds of people to 
make a world, so in the same proportion 
it takes the right kind of park manager 
or owner to provide all kinds of play 
to. suit his thousands of patrons. An 
amusement purk Goes not run itself; it 
takes much thought and anxious moments 
to keep the big and small playthings in 
good working order. 

If the average paterfamilias gets wor- 
ried about what to buy for his family and 
friends for Christmas in order to keep 
them in good humor, how much more 
brain power does it take for the park 
manager or owner to purvey amusement, 
diversion and recreation—in other words, 
play—for the legions of pleasure seekers 
who invade his resort? Did you ever 
think of that point? Probably a large 
percentage of park patrons believe they 
could run a park better than the owner 
or manager, particulerly at that moment 
when somethng is offered that does not 
have the appeal intended.

But to get down to brass tacks—isn’t 
it a task to present lines of play that will 
include the seven ages of man—and 
woman? What is play for the kiddies 
does not hold interest for the flapper or 
sheik. What is recreation or amusement 
for the grownups just over the adolescent 
period may be much too strenuous for 
the middle-aged or old folks. Yet the 
park owner or manager wants them all 
for his patrons and in order to induce 
business he frames his line of attractions 
accordingly.

He knows that 
the indulgent mamas need a little rest 
while their offspring are having their 
play, so he wisely installs mothers’ rest- 
rooms and other means of breaking the 
monotony of the kitchen.

Never since that day when Adam ate 
the apple has there been any generation 
with a craze for entertainment as the 
folks now running the world. Everybody 
wants to play—and everybody is getting 
his or her share. The wise park man 
knows that condition and he is branch- 
ing out in every direction in order to 
take care of the entire family. Picnic 
parties are given special accommodation 
in many parks; swimming pools are prove 
ng interesting centers in amusement 
resorts and park men say these are add- 
ing to the general income in no small 
degree. Then the fun devices and riding 
diversions are reaping bigger dividends 
.han ever; the eating and drinking stands 
are still magnets for the young and old, 
A hunery or thirsty patron loses his zest 
for play; hence the liquids and light 
refreshments bring pep to the park fans 
—and the play continues. 

Of course, there are two sides to every 
argument. The park man is too busy 
supplying play to others to indulge in 
much diversion for himself. Maybe count- 
ing up the shekels is a good indoor sport 
for him, but he contents himself with 
such play until the closing of the park 
in late summer—but he'll get his share 
of play later. He must get his share, 
for the philosopher was right—‘All work 
and no play makes Jack a dull boy,” 
and who ever saw a dull park owner or 
manager.

A $250,000 Business 


Started by Two Clowns 
(Continued from page 69) 
We never knew we were business men 
until our dividends ‘told’ us. 

“I was with the Norris & Rowe Show 
when Tony Martin joined me. We've 
been together ever since. 

‘We didn't eat on that show,” Tony 
reminded him. “It went broke out in 
Peru, Ind. Ben Wallace loaned us the 
Opera House and we put on a benefit. 
There wasn’t a cent between us, but we 
cleaned up the theater, and a fellow in 
town loaned us a piano. We moved it 
down to the Opera House on three bi- 
eycles. Of course, we didn't have money 
enough to buy posters, but Buck here 
had a bottle of shoe blacking in his 
trunk. We made a banner which read: 
‘Tonight, Opera House. For the stranded 
performers.’ That was all we could say, 
because the shoe blacking gave out 

“The house was packed,” Tony went 
on, “and right after the show I bought 
$2 worth of ham and eggs.” 

“The show business isn’t all hard luck, 
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tho,” put in Buck. 
good laughs, too. 

“Some of our best gags developed from 
little things we saw when on the road 
We were up in Bridgeport one rainy day 
and saw a jitney bus skid. It turned 
all the way ‘round and started sliding 
backward down the wrong side of the 
street. That night we worked out a 
trick Ford with a hood and radiator on 
each end. When it fell apart it was 
headed right to drive in either direction. 
It was a good gag and pulled down a 
laugh. 

“First we'd get an idea,” said Tony, 
“then I'd do the mechanical part and 
Buck here would smear it with comedy. 
After we started fooling with Fords we 
fixed up one that would run without a 
driver. It’s good stuff. The old bus 
blows up, falls apart, the clowns tumble 
out and the chassis chases Buck down 
the track. Every time he stops the Ford 
stops—and there’s no driver. The next 
time you go to the Ringling Circus watch 
it closely, but I'll bet you can’t figure out 
the answer. 

“Fooling with cars first gave us the 
idea for our business. We put in a good 
many hours trying to figure new Ford 
gags. During the winter we’d work out 
a new idea and in the spring we'd bring 
the new stuff up to winter quarters for 
John Ringling to look over. 

“One of our first trick Fords was built 
to look like a house painter’s car. Lad- 
ders sticking out behind, buckets of paint 
and all that sort of stuff. We'd start 
tearing down the track with it, and just 
when everything was going good the 
whole front end would fiy up and leave 
the ground, the clowns would fall off and 
it would skid all over the place on the 
rear wheels. 

“We tried hard to get all four wheels 
off the ground, but never could quite 
make it. That would have been a wow. 
We did everything else with it, tho, and 
finally made it blow up and fall to pieces. 

“One day when the show was out on 
the road we burned out a bearing. Of 
course, we didn’t want to flop down on 
our backs under the thing, so we tipped 
it up on the rear wheels like we did in 
the show, sat on a box and did the dirty 
work. That was when we struck the 
best gag we've pulled yet—the Martin- 
Baker Manufacturing Company, Ine. 

“Yes,” said Tony, taking up the story, 
“we figured if we could tip up our own 
cars and repair them we could do the 
same for the other fellow. 

“We started to build a small handmade 
model. A lot of hard work went into 
that first one. We remembered what Mr. 
Ford told us when we asked him the 
reason for his success. He said he 
knew he was right when he started and 
didn’t spend a lot of money making 
changes. We remembered this and tried 
to make the first model right. 

“During the next winter we built a 
full-size machine. You could drive a car 
onto it and a crane mechanism would 
lift up either end high enough for a man 
to stand under and work. We still had 
the old ambition to get all four wheels 
off the ground. The next move was to 
find a plant to make them for us. I took 
care of that. Buck has always been 
boss of the act. so I’m boss of the busi- 
ness. I’m president and treasurer, and 
Buck is vice-president. I also have my 
interest in the act and Buck has his 
share in the business. Between us we 
hold control of the stock. 

“We never built any machines until 
we landed the orders No, sir. We 
pulled the orders first and then spent 
money. The first machines were sold for 
almost $400 each. One of the first three 
we built was bought by the Post Office 
in Newark. Not so bad for a couple of 
clowns? They are all over the world 
now—South America, Mexico and some 
away over in Syria. We pulled these 
foreign inquiries from the Automobile 
Show in New York 

“Last year I quit the show to take care 
of the manufacturing. Buck still runs 
the act. tho. I guess ours is the only 
business in the world started by clowns 
and owned entirely by show people 
Everv dollar came our of our pockets or 
was put in by our fellow performers 
They were the only ones who had faith 
in us. Thev had seen us make good on 
the show and they knew we'd make ¢ d 
on the outside 

“We have two fabricating plants of 
our own now. The money for expan ion 
came out of profits. The line has been 
enlarged to include lubricating racks and 
garage equipment as well as the repair 
racks. The next time you have your car 
lubricated the work may be done on @ 
rack invented and built by two clowns.”

Robinson’’) 


The following very interesting edi- 
torial concerning old John Robiason and 
‘he John Robinson Circus appeared in 
The Plattsburg (N. Y.) Daily Press. It 
was captioned AN AMERICAN INSTI- 
TUTION—“OLD JOHN ROBINSON” : 

“Speaking of great American institu- 
tions, how many of us ever stop to 
-onsider the circus as an integral part 
of our claim to greatness—a part that 
has kept step with the march of Ameri- 
can progress during the past century and 

its own way leading the van, great 
armies not being too proud to take a 

f from the book of the self-sufficient, 
ever-resourceful and business-like Ameri- 
an circus. 

“We also hear a lot about successful 
yen and their struggles from obscurity. 
yet unless we except the late P. T. 
Barnum, few circus men are ever men- 

ned in the list. There are men of the 
arena, however, who are entitled to every 
bit of distinction that has been lavished 
on our Rockefellers and our Garys. One 
of these is John Robinson, who over 50 
years ago was known thru the length 
and breadth of the land as ‘Old John 
Robinson’. John Robinson was a circus 
man anda showman. P. T. Barnum was 
a showman, pure and simple, with all a 
showman’'s tricks. Robinson loved the 
business he was in and brought up his 
boys to follow in his footsteps. Barnum 
stressed his ‘moral show’, but John 
Robinson was conducting a ‘moral cif- 
us’ long before Barnum started hum- 
bugging his gullible countrymen with a 
pony in a sheepskin suit advertised as a 
‘woolly horse’ 

“While the circus is 
sible for the great advertising systems 
we have today the men who blazed the 
advertising trail remained largely in ob- 
security themselves. We cannot go over 
any improved highway in the United 
States today without being stared in the 


largely respon- 


face by gigantic billboards the cost ot 
which run into millions in the aggregate. 
How many of us know that the first 


pictorial poster ever made depicted John 
Robinson doing his daring riding act with 
the Buckley & Wicks Circus—and that 
Was over a hundred years ago? 

“John Robinson was a self-made man 
in every respect. He was also a native 
of New York State, having been born 
in Schenectady, according to some mem- 
bers of his family, bu’ according to his 
own account at Albany, July 23, 1807. 
There are some slight discrepancies in 
these places and dates. This is probably 
due to the 


fact that the boy ran away 
from home at the age of nine. His fa- 
ther, a stern old Scotch blacksmith, for- 
mer sea captain and veteran of the 


Scotch Grenadiers in England, settled in 
Albany a few years after the American 
revolution. He received a good pension 
and was regarded as one of the wealthy 
men of his adopted city in those primi- 
t days He was a severe man and 
young John a boy of mettle. He was 
promised a whipping for some trivial 
fault, ran away from home. He was 
not seen by any member of his family 
until he was 22 years of age and was 
recognized by his mother, riding at the 
head of a circus parade in Utica, to 
Which city the family had removed. 


“The early days of the boy runaway 
were hard indeed, put his indomitable 
Scoteh pluck stood him in good stead. 


Armed with a few belongings in a ban- 
dana handkerchief and a shotgun over 
his shonider the boy started out to carve 
his fortune in what was then little nore 
than a wilderness. Passing along the 
bank of the Erie canal he plucked up his 
courage to ask for a berth and was taken 
to Newport, R. I. Here he found employ- 
ment at the village tavern and a month 
later witnessed his first circus perform- 
ance, that of Buckley & Wicks. His boy- 
h head was completely turned, and, be- 
ing an active lad, young John became so 
proficient in tumbling and leaping that he 
Was taken with the circus. His ambition 
far outdistanced his opportunities and 
altho he stayed with Buckley & Wicks 
‘x or eight years no great attention was 
paid the future circus star until 1816 
while wintering in a commodious barn at 
‘he outskirts of Boston. In those days 
t tar of any circus was of necessity u 
The boy determined to be one. He 
hid no horses—these were usually the 
Property of the individual rider, but this 
‘id not deter the ambitious youth. The 
fact that the ring stock was kept away 
from the cireus sheds meant little to a 
! of noch foree of character There 
baggage horses, however, and night 


rides 


after night the boy slipped from his bed 
and round and round the practice ring 
he rode, first one horse, later two, three 
and finally four. Here we have the gauge 
of John Robinson's character. In secret, 
often discouraged and thoroly exhausted, 
he kept at it until spring. When the cir- 
cus was ready to start on its travels he 
walked boldly to the managers and asked 
to be allowed to ride. He was laughed 
at for his pains, but soon proved that his 
claim to being a rider was no idle 
boast. He became famous thruout New 
England, and as early as 1828 created a 
sensation in New Orleans. 

“He first went to Cincinnati, a city in 
which he was later honored with the 
nomination for Mayor, in 1836. His was 
the second American show to ever cross 


the Allegheny Mountains. The outfit 
consisted of 3 wagons, 5 horses and a 


75-foot round-top canvas Something 
different from the mighty railroad show 
of today. Mr. Robinsonn was greatly 
taken with the Western country and 
stayed there for years, gradually enlarg- 
ing his show, until in 1851-'52 he began 


to accummulate wealth. Later he con- 
ducted theaters in Charleston, S. Cc: 
Savannah, Georgia and later in New 


Orleans, where many renowned dramatic 
Stars of the day, including the elder 
Booth, Kean. Macready and Charlotte 
Cushman, played. But his heart was al- 
ways with the circus, which has borne an 
honorable name for over 100 years. 


“All of John Robinson’s sons were 
reared to his own profession. John, Jr., 
who later managed the circus, was carried 
around the ring on his father’s head at 
the age of three years. He was regarded 
as one of the best tumblers and leapers 
of his day. Gil, the second son, now a 
sturdy, wealthy veteran of 80, who occa- 
sionally visits the show, we are told, was 
a tumbler and carpet acrobat. Frank 
was a clown, and James, known as ‘the 
man who rides’, was ranked as the lead- 
ing rider of his day. John Robinson died 
at 81, honored in the city he chose for 
his home. The show to which he gave 
his name still keeps up the tradition of 
the American circus at its best.”

The Art of Wigmaking 
(Continued from page 15) 


or mountain yak. Sometimes human 
hair combings are utilized. The finest 
Chinese hair up to 36-inch length can be 
obtained for $20 per pound in comparison 
to $150 to $200 paid for hair from 
other countries. 

“The average wig of the best Quality 
hair is worth from $125 to $300, altho 
the highest-priced wigs often command 
trom $500 to $600. Theatrical stars are 
g00d customers for expensive wigs. One 
worn by Julia Arthur in the part of 
Mary Magdalene cost $600. Mary Gar- 


den, Jane Cowl, Alice Neilson, Madame 
Matzenauer, Frieda Hempel, Madame 
Nazimova, Ellen Terry and Marion 


Davies have all purchased costly wigs for 
their work."’ 

The first step in making a wig is the 
blocking. This means laying the silk 
gauze or net foundation on a special 
block constructed for that purpose and 
shaping it to a certain pattern and meas- 
urements. As no two persons have the 
same head measurements or have hair 
growing around their faces in the same 
Way extraordinary care must be taken 
in the blocking. This is particularly 
important, as it is this careful f:t, sup- 
plemented by cunningly placed elastics, 
which holds the wig on tight. 

A second worker in the wig shop sews 
the foundation, after which it is passed 
on to the ventilator. The ventilator is 
a person who, using a small! tool like a 
needle with qa very fine hook, draws a 
few hairs at atime thru the net or 
gauze foundation The quality of the 
fin'shed wig depends largely on the num- 
ber of hairs drawn thru with one opera- 
tion of the needle. 

An expensive wig always has what is 
known as a “French parting’ which 
some claim is a new discovery in wig- 
making. Mr. Hepner, however, declares 
he remembers seeing his mother make 
“drawn partings’’ which were identically 
the same, back as far as 50 years ago 
He says the orthodox Jewish women 
years ago wore what were called “‘sheit- 
tles", front pieces, which were always 
made of drawn partings. 

There is a trick to making drawn part- 
ings. One hair at a time is drawn 
thru the netting or silk gauze to the 
other side of the material, along the line 
where the parting is to be. The piece is 
then turned around and the hair venti- 
lated by pulling the hairs one at a time, 
back thru to the other sid This makes 
a very natural appearing part. The 
hair looks as if it were really growing 
in the head. Drawn center or side part- 
ings may also be made separately and 
later be sewn into a wig or toupee 


The foreman's duty is to explain ex- 


actly how the wig should bs fashioned, 
whether the hair is to be thinner or 
heavier in certain spots, whether the 


gray hair is to be intermingled all over 
or possibly just around the temples. and 
just how the coiffure is to be arranged 

The sole aim of the conscientious w'e- 
maker is to produce a wig like the 
owner's own hair When the ventilatinz 
has been completed the wig is turned 
over to the presser, who presses it and 
sews in the elastics The last operation 
is performed by the dresser and the wig 
is ready to wear.

More 
than a mere resemblance to a type is 
necessary to make a man eligible for the 


character. A person born with the fea- 
tures and lank body of the Great Emane- 
cipator is not necessarily a convincing 
Lincoln on the stage Not at all. Altho 
he may be cast in the earthly mold of 
the martyred president, h soul and 


mind may be as widely divergent as the 


poles from that of the character he seeks 
to enact. The result is a tragedy. But 
take a man of lank body with a big 
brain and understanding heart, and, 
above all, the vision, lacking which none 
may rise to heights of greatness, then 
and only then can he emulate heroic 
deeds. The reason is obvious. The actor 
with sufficient brain and soul can ship 
nto the spirit of the other person. In 
fact he is for the moment what he ap- 
pears. That is the measure of true 
genius and without that the stage, and 


by the stage I include the screen as well, 
will decay. 

“Now here is where the art of makeup 
in all its branches comes in. Any ordinary 
person may be built up and disguised so 
that even his own mother will not recog- 
nize him I know from long experience 
that this can be done, but no artist, re- 
gardiess of his cleverness, can inject 
brains into q dummy.”

Another 
company, however, obtained the lease, and 
it was forecast that his connection with 
the park would end. Colonel Martin left 
school when he was 15 years old, and 
devoted his time to compiling an amuse- 
ment guide of the city. Later he became 
connected with the Lagoon, which flour- 
ished as an amusement park, and then 
followed his connection with Chester 
Park. In addition to his amusement en- 
terprises, he was vice-president and di- 
rector of the United States Finance Cor- 
portation, and vice-president and director 
of the United States Mortgage & Loan 
Company. Colonel Martin is survived by 
his widow, Mrs. Clara Martin, and two 
sons, Chester and Jack. A third child, 
Helen, died a few years ago. An added 
note of tragedy to the death of Mr. Mar- 
tin is the fact that Mrs. Martin, who had 
been visiting her sons in Cincinnati, left 
December 18 for Palm Beach,to join her 
husband.
